Washington, March 2.—The house is 


expected to begin discussion of 
democratic bill to levy an excise tax 
on all net incomes above $5,000 a year, 
including salaries, by Wednesday or 
Thursday. It will be reported from 
the ways and means committee, to 
gether with the bill tp put sugar on 
the free list. The two ‘measures prob- 
ably will be considered jointly and 
both will be passed within a week or 
ten days, ‘

The Known success of the two meas- 
ures in the democratic house turned 
all discussion today to the senate, 
where it was admitted both bills would 
have a tempestuous career.

French soldiers have brought Prince 
Ching’s family into the legation quar- 
ter. His wives occupied five carriages. 
The Japanese legation has armed the 
civilians here, thus increasing the le- 


gation'’s strength by 2,000 men. 


Jap Battleship on Guard. 


A Japanese battleship has been or- 
@ered to Taku, at the mouth of the 
river Pai Ho, in the province of Chi 
Li, about 30 miles to the southeast of 
Tien Tsin, so as to establish wireless 
communication with the Italian station 
in Pekin. 

A train load of mutinous soldiers 
belonging to the garrison of Pao Ting 
Fu started for Pekin today, but the 
railroad authorities blew up the 
bridges and stopped traffic.

Washington, March 2.—Senator Bris-

@ mule, had called upon him for pay- 
ment. Walker replied, in substance: 

“I haven’t the money now, but will 
have $400 before long and then Ill 
pay you.” 

It was shown that $400 was the 
amount of insurance carried upon the 
life of his wife. 

Not His First Crime. 

It is said Walker was convicted sev- 
eral years ago of burning a ginhouse 
belonging to one of his neighbors and 
served several years in the penitentiary 
for this crime. He is said to have 
become angered because the owner of 
the ginhouse refused to permit his 
daughter to marry him. He threatened 
the girl’s life if she didn’t run away 
with him and then committed arson, it 
is charged, to get even with her father. 

These and other circumstances in 
evidence indicate that Walker is and 
has been for some time a bad man. The 
crime for which he is sentenced to be 
hanged was committed in August, 1910, 
and he was convicted in the superior 
court the November following. The 
case has been through the supreme 
court. which affirmed the judgment of 
the superior court, and as a last resort 
he went to the prison commission and 
the governor asking commutation to 
life imprisonment. 

Expected Clemency, 

It is said Walker has been supremely 
confident that the governor would com- 
mute his sentence, and the news that 
he has declined to do so today will un-,; 
doubtedly be a severe shock to him. :

Friday, March 1, but in order that he] 
might have time to make thorough!

March 8 Having finished investi- 
gation of the the an- 
nounced his decision Saturday, allow- 
ing Walker five days before his execu- 
tion to make his peace with God.

“I, William Howard Taft, president 
of the United States of America, do 
hereby admonish al] citizens and oth- 
er persons to abstain trom every vio- 
lation of the laws hereinbefore re- 
ferred to, and do heréby warn them 
that all violations of such laws will 
be rigorously prosecuted; and I do 
hereby enjoin upon all-officers of the 
United States charged with the execu- 
tion of such laws the utmost diligence 
in preventing violations thereof, and 
in bringing to trial and punishment 
any offenders against the same; and, 
finally I do hereby give notice that 
all persons owing allegiance to the 
Uniteg States who may take part in 
the *disturbances now existing in 
Mexico, unless in the necessary de- 
fense of their person or property or 
who shall otherwise engage in acts 
subservient of the tranquility of that 
country, will do so at their peril, and 
that they can in no wise obtain any 
protection from the government of the 
United States against the appropriate 
legal consequences of their acts, in- 
sofar as such consequences are in ac- 
cord with equitable justice and. humani- 
ty. and the enlightened principles of 
international law. 

The Instructions to Wilson.

TAFT’S WARNING TO BE HEEDED 
BY AMERICANS IN MEXICO 


Mexico City, March 
Taft's proclamation advising Ameri- 
cans to leave Mexico if § conditions 
grow threatening here, created deeper 
concern among Americans and for- 
eigners generally than any develop- 
ment hitherto in the present revolu- 
tion or the previous rebellion, 

A dispatch in an afternoon paper 
was the first intimation of President 
Taft's intention. It was circulated 
about the city in the form of a dodger 
printed in red ink. In this it was 
made to appear that President Taft 
was about to recommend to all amer- 
icans to leave at once. 

The news spread quickly through- 
out the American colony and caused 
fexcytement bordering on consterna- 
tion. Unquestionably, the advice will 
be heeded by all Americans who can 
conveniently leave, without awaiting 
a more serious state of affairs. Al- 
ready the exodus is well under way.

On the other hand, Mrs. Freeny, who 
was her only witness, said Harrell had 
come and made an insulting proposal 
to her, attempting to follow her up 
and to attack her; and thereupon she 
found there was no other way of com- 
pelling him to leave her, she got her 
pistol, and replied to his threats and 
insults with fire. 

Witnesses for the state testified thar 
Mrs. Freeny had said immediately fol- 
lowing her. arrest, that Harrell had 
made insulting proposals to her. ‘This 
was the only corroborating testimony 
in her favor. ‘ 

Without friends and without influ- 
ente in the community, she was con- 
victed of murder and, on recommenda- 
tion of the jury, given a life 
in the penitentiary. 

Petitions Flew In. 

Two years later, petitions for execu- 
tive clemency in her behalf began to 
flow into the office of the state prison 
commission. Hundreds of names were 
Signed to petitions asking her pardon, 
and letters were written. in the same

Fambro was first sentenced to be 
hanged; but when Mrs. Nobles, who 
was evidently the principal in the 
crime, escaped with a life sentence, 
Governor AtkKinson commuted the ne- 
gro’s sentence to life.

Contracts Have Been Let. 

Contracts for the uniforms have just 
been let to the Pettibone Bros. Manu- 
facturing Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and L. C. Baldwin, of Marietta, their 
southern representative, states that an 
expert fitter from the plant will be here 
within the next few days to begin 
work. 

Atlantans still remember the gorge- 
ous uniforms of the Old Guard of New 
York, worn here during the recent 
peace celebration. Even this body will 
have nothing on Atlanta’s Old Guard in 
the matter of uniforms, however. Those 
of the local organization will be 
patterned after a style similar to that 
ef the New Yorkers, but even more 
striking in its appearance.

In Poll, Alleged to Have Cov- 
ered Entire Country, Roose- 
velt Is 2 to 1 Favorite Over 
Taft, and Wilson Leads 
Bryan Nearly Double.

New York, March 2.—(Special.)—If 
private polls tell anything, Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson are by 
long odds the most popular oandidates 
for presidential nomination in their re- 
spective parties. A newspaper poll, 
which professes to have covered the 
entire country, was made public today. 

In the republican column, it shows 
Roosevelt a 2 to 1 favorite over Taft, 
and Wilson with pretty nearly double 
the vote of the next most popular can- 
didate, who is William J. Bryan. Har- 
mon and Clark are close together, but 
each with less than one-half the vote 
of the New Jersey governor. 

The vote includes about 88,000, and 
every state in the union is included. 

Roosevelt secured 30,454, Taft 15,896, 
in the republican. column. Wilson, the 
leading candidate in the democratic 
group, had 10,820 votes, Bryan 5,820, 
Harmon 4,631, Clark 4,207, Underwood 
2,031. Mr. Taft has a majority of the 
republican :;votes in seven states—Ver- 
moat, Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, South Carolina, Mexico and Idaho. 
La Follette in Wisconsin; the balance 
of the states all give majorities for 
Roosevelt.

Fayetteville, Ark., March 2.—Facul- 
ty routed; expelled students re-in- 
stated—thie sums up the result of the 
six days’ contest between. the 500 
students of the University of Arkan- 
sas and the professore of that inati- 
tution who last Monday expelled thir- 
ty-six of the collegians whom they 
sought to connect with certain un- 
flattering statements made in the “X- 
ray,” a semi-official university publi- 
cation. On the heels of the expulsions 
the students struck, the faculty stern- 
ly ordered them to return and the 
young men and women answered by 
calling on the board of trustees to 
assemble, hear the evidence, weight 
and render a verdict. 

The students’ call was heeded and 
today the board met. A committee 
representing the strikers went before 
the trustees this morning and  pre- 
sented their grievances, the exact na- 
ture of which are not disclosed, ex- 
cept they claim the right of free 
speech has been abridged. This. af- 
ternoon representatives of the facul- 
ty were called in and after two hours’ 
deliberation the board proclaimed that 
the rules are too stringent and would 
deny the right of peaceable assembly 
to discuss grievances.”

TO CAUSE FIGHT

in terms impose a tax upon any cor- 
poration as such, but it does impose 
a tax upon the business of all indi- 
viduals, for instance, whose net earn- 
ings exceed $5,000, including all net 
earnings received or entitled to be re- 
ceived as dividends or other compen- 
sations within the meaning of the 
of the net earnings of any 
or all corporations that do not thein- 
selves pay an excise tax. 

“Hence, every person connected with 
a holding corporation as a stockholder 
or otherwise, and who received, or is 
any portion of the 
annual net earnings of such corpora- 
tions in excess of $5,000 is liable for 
the tax, and both such persons and 
such corporations are compelled under 
suitable penalties, to discover an@ dis- 
cuss in every instance the exact 
amount of annual.net earnings upon 
which each of such person’s taxes is 
entitled to be competed. 

“Under the system or ‘collections at 
the source’ carried in this proposed 
bill, each holding corporation wouid 


make a.return under oath to the gov- 
the amounts of its annual 
to which each and every 
be entitled, whether act- 
ually distributeq as dividends or not,

'and pay the tax computed thereon for 


such person or persons. 

“Of course the proposed bill would 
apply to all stockholders of the bonds 
of such companies and those receiving 
interest thereon in excess of $5,000.” 

Representative Underwtod said to- 
dav that in reporting the bill to the 
house next week this feature which 
affects holding companies, would be 
emphasized. 

Republicans Surprised. 

The new plan of the gdemocrats took 
their republican colleagues entirely by 
surprise.

That decision, it was pointed out, 
held that the corporation tax was not 
a tax on a franchise, but on the privi- 
lege of doing business. The new bill 
holds that working for a salary is 
just as much a manner of doing. busi- 
ness as investing money in an enter- 
prise. ' 

In the senate, it is saic, that tn all 
probability party alignments will be 
broken although party leacers make 
no such concession pubicly. 

It Can’t Pass, Says Smoot. 

Senator Smoot, of Utah, a member 
of the senate finance committ.ce, 
which will deal with the bill, de- 
clared there was no possibility of the 
measure passing the senate. 

“I do not,believe,” said he, “that any 
republican senator, regular or insur- 
gent or that many democrats will 
stand for this measure that- would de- 
stroy a great industry. The income 
is -absolutely uncon- 
stitutional. To call it an excise tax 
instead of an income tax that has al- 
ready been declared unconstitutional 
by the highest court in the land is 
simply quibbling on words. It is an 
inceme tax pure and simple.” 

Senator Kern, of Indiana, sald that 
the measure was a good one. 

‘“T am and always have been in fa- 
vor of an income tax,” he said. “I 
also am in favor of. free sugar.” 

Senator Martin, of Virginia, demo- 
cratic leader of the senate, unqualli- 
fiedly declareq for the bill, framed 
by his party in -the house. “The 
measure,” he said, “is imminently wise 
There is no doubt 
in my mind as to its constitutionality.”’ 

Poindexter for Income Tax. 

Senator Poindexter, of Washington, 
progressive repblican said: 

“IT am very much in favor of an in- 
come tax. I have been favoring it 
for years.’’ 

Senator McCumber of North Dako- 
ta, a member of the senate finance 
committee, expressed doubt if any

1 paid a fancy price for her 
and hate to take her to the chopping 
block. I want to add turkeys and 
geese to my flock as soon as I can. 

Answer—When fow!s have been highly 
fed during the winter, it not infrequentiy 
happens that their legs and, somecimes 
their feet, swell to twice their natural 
size. inactivity and high feeding 
causes the blood to get out of order, 
thereby producing various ailments, 
the most common of which is swollen 
legs or feet. ‘uhe first thing to be done 
is to reduce the feed gradually, al- 
lowing the fowl to subsist for a week 
largely on green stuff, and force it 
to take exercise; use a little household 
liniment on the legs twice a day, first 
bathing legs in luKewarm water. If 
legs are very sore, bind cotton cloth 
around them.and keep this saturated 
with liniment. Eggs from a flock of 
fowls tnat have been improperly and 
too highly fed rarely hatch well, and 
the chicks seldom live.

- Did vou 
Know it was a very difficult matter 
to get them to breed that wav?

Fairly 
good results can be had by single 
mating if vou Know how, but better 
results can be obtained by double 
mating. I have bred Rocks for nearly 
twenty vears, and can still learn 
something about mating each year.

TESTING EGGS, 

Miss Minnie Ratliff, Lorimer, Iowa. 
Dear Uncle Joe: We take The Consti- 
tution and think we could not do 
without it. My chickens are S. C. B. 
Leghorns. People told me they were 
wild, and would run, fly and squawk 
whenever they saw me. So mine do, 
but it’s vice versa. When zo out 
and call they answer with a happy 
squawk, run towards me and fly upin 
me. I have raised chickens ever since 
I was big enough to fed them, and 
tested eggs galore. That was one of 
my first experiments. 

Why not test out the infertile eggs 
before setting as much as we can? 
All eggs with clear or greasy speck- 
led places in the shells will not hatch. 
Why? Because the Mning of the egg 
is not perfect. The white of the egg 
runs through the lining and glues the 
shell and lining together. An egg 
with the air cell on the side or small 
end will not hatch, or if it does the 
ehick is worthless. Candle all eggs 
before setting, and if there is a small 
dark spot in the egg do not set it. 
Uncle Jog may Know this, and much 
more, but I hope it may help some 
one.

A vice cammission, such as recently 
investigateq the social evil in Chi- 
cago and Minneapolis, may be  ap- 
pointed in Atlanta. The Fulton coun- 
ty grand jury in its presentments Sat- 
urday, strongly recommended such ac- 
tion, and also recommended a number 
of. laws governing lodging houses and 
hotels in the city. 

The grand jury strongly disapproved 
of young girls being allow'eg to parade 
the streets unattended in the late af- 
ternoon or evening, and stated that 
an investigation had shown to them 
the fatal facility with which so-called 
hotels and lodging houses may be used 
for immoral purposes, 

Following are a number of ordi- 
nances which the jury recommends to 
the city council: 

1. Requiring every hotel or lodging 


house to keep a register and that all 
guests register with an entry by the 


clerk, or proprietor, of the hour of 
arrival and departure 

2. No hotel or lodging house shall 
assign a room to two vérsons of oppo- 
site sex (except small children with 
parent or guardian), unless they reg- 
ister as man and wife. 

3. No room shall be rented to more 
than one couple of opposite sex  be- 
tween 9 p. m. and 6 a. m. 

4. A room shall not be rented to 
a couple of opposite sex, one of whom 
is a minor, unless they have bona fide 
baggage, or are vouched for as hus- 
band and wife by a reputable resi- 
dent of the city, or unless they sub- 
mit other evidence to’ that effect, or 
permission is given by the police. 

5. No license to Keep a hotel . or 
lodging house shall be granteqg except 
to a person of Known good charac- 
ter. 

6. The mayor shall be authorized on 
recommendation of the chief of police 
to revoke the. license of a hotel or 
lodging house keeper, whose methods 
he believes to be vicious, even though 
proof is not such as to warrant con- 
viction in wourt,.

In order to round out his contribu- 
tion to the “ancient and _ honorable 
game, Cory has revised and perfected 
the heretofore givergent rules of goat 
golf, and these have been widely ac- 
cepted as official He is now hard at 
work upon the official medal. 

The rules follow: 

The Rules. 

Goats must be competed for upon 
basis of the regular club handicap, ad 
under no circumstances shail a goat 
medal change ownership except won 
and lost upon this basis. 

You may play an opponent for his 
goat either in stroke or hole competi- 
tion ang as a side wager in any regu- 
lar club event. 

No goat medal shall be won or lost 
in a competition of less than 18 holes, 

Under no circumstances shall com- 
petitors for coats owe goat medals 
one to another. Transfer of goats 
must be made promptly upon comple- 
tion of play. 

A player having lost his goat must 
indorse it over to the winner by sign- 
ing it in due form upon the back. A 
goat medal thus indorsed goes into the 
collection of the winner and cannot be 
played for again. 

The loser of a goat or goats must 
fill out the entire form on back of 
medal with date of play, handicap of 
each contestant and result by strokes 
or holes. This is necessary as a safe- 
guard to all members from possible 
unfair contestants for the season 
trophy. 

A player havine ‘lost his goat” can- 
not compete for a goat again until he 
has purchased a new medal. These 
will be far sale at a nominal price by 
the steward of all clubs where goat 
competition is installed. 

The. elub member producing’ the 
greatest number of goat medals at the 
date of the official closing of the goat 
competition shall receive the club's 
goat—the funniest and, at the same 
time, the most artistic and thoroughly 
jnndina tine trophy ever offered as a 
prize for golf competition.

The Southern Association of Base- 
ball Clubs, the league is now offi- 
cially known, though it 18 still called 
the Southern League by practically 
every one, was organized in 1901. rhe 
new name went into effect shortly af- 
ter the brilliant fight for a higher 
rating that was — by President 

Vanaugh in 1904. 
ite tate R. W. Kent of Chattanooga, 
was the first president of the league 
at its organization in 1901. The circuit 
consisted of eight clubs as it does now, 
composed of the following cities. New 
Orleans. Nashville, Memphis, Shreve- 
port, Selma, Birmingham, Little Rock 
and Chattanooga. Montgomery, Mobile 
and Atlanta are the cities now In the 
league that were not in it at its or- 

ization in that #ear. 

rier. Kent held his reins of office dur- 
ing the entire — of oe 
ing part of the following season, 
oo hae succeeded by J. B. Nicklin also 
of Chattanooga, the father of Sammy 
Strang Nicklin, formerly famous as 
utility player of the New York Giants. 

Kavanaugh Elected in 1902. 

Judge William M. Kavanaugh, of 
Little Rock, the present incumbent was 
elected as the league's head in the fall 
of 1902, internal strife, jumping of 
contracts an da general! disorganization 
making the move necessary. He as- 
sumed charge of the office in the spring 
ef 1903. Mr. Nicklin took the place of 
secretary. Judge Kavanaugh has been 
the leacue’s presiding officer every 
year since and an able one he has 
made. : 

A. Clarke Miller, who was clerk of 
the superior court of Pulaski county, 
Arkansas, succeeded Mr. Nicklin as 
secretary of the league during the Sea- 
son of 1903 and held the position ac- 
ceptably through the season of 13909. 
The great Umptre called him out dur- 
ing the season of 1910. 

In the last named season, Mose 
Wormser, who had for several years 
been the league’s auditor accepted the 
position of auditor and secretary and 
held it through last season. This sea- 
son Will see another new Man in the 
secretary’s position. A. Jacobson, . of 
Little Rock. 

There have been 
in the personnel of 
league’s organization in 1901. a 

Selma’s franchise was transferred to 
Atlanta in 1902, the purchase price be- 
ing $500 it is said. Montgomery secur- 
ed Chattanooga's franchise in the same 
year and the Alabama capital was elec- 
ted to membership December 16 of that 
same year. The purchase price is said 
to bave been $750. Poor attendance by 
the Shreveport fans caused that city’s 
place to be taken by Mobile during the 
geason of 1907, a company of business 
men forming a stock company and 
paying $1,500 for the franchise. 

Chattanooga's reentrance into’ the 
league can be taken as an example of 
the increase in the price of the fran- 
chises in all the cities and the growth 
of the game commercially. They pur- 
chased the Little Rock franchise, pay- 
ing $12,500 for it. 

At the organization of the league in 
1901, it was ranked Class B, but in 
1904, its rating was raised to Class A 
and to Judge Kavannaugh, the league's 
head, is due the credit for the excellent 
fight he made for the change. 

Good Attendance. 

The cities comprising the league at 
this writing are among the largest in 
the entire south. The attendance is in 
keeping with that expected of Class A 
ball clubs. 

New Orleans and Memphis are ranked 
as the best ball clubs in the south in 
point of attendance, but this is mainly 
as the result of their Sunday games. 
Atlanta and Birmingham draw better 
during the week days than either New 
Orleans or Memphis and given winning 
teams the Cracker and Baron. cities 
would outdraw them six days in the 
week compiled against seven. They 
have done it in the past. 

The fine parks owned by the clubs 
is evidence of the commercial value of 
the franchises held by the _ several 
teams and of the league’s solidity finan- 
cially. Every one of the parks js con- 
sidered among the best pieces of realty. 
in their home towns. Atlanta, Birm- 
ingham, Chattanooga and New Orleans 
have built new parks since their en- 
trance into the league and these new 
coligseums would do credit to any major 
league city. 

An idea of the increase in the realty 
values of the parks in the league can 
be gained by a comparison of the 
franchise prices of the Atlanta club. 
It was brought here for an outlay of 
$600. When it was solq it brought 
$17,500. The present owners, the Geor- 

a Railway and Electric Company, 
want $100,000 for it. And all this in 
ten years’ time. Truly the league’s 
growth has been wonderful. 

The players who have composed the 
teams in the Southern League ever 
since its organization have been stars 
of the first water. This is evidenced 
by the number who have gone up in 
seasons past. 

To give a complete list of these 
Players would take a world of space 
and a better memory than the writer 
possesses. However, here are a few of 
them. In this list, however, are a 
few men who have either come back 
to. this league, are now playing with 
other major league clubs or who were 
gent to some other minor organization.

Shreveport sent up Freq Clarke to 
Pittsburg, Bill Abstein to the same 
team, Tom Fisher to the Doves, now 
manager of Anniston, Frank Huelsman 
to Boston, now in the Tri State, Bill 
Bartley to the Athletics. 

New Orleans sent up Briscoe Lord 
to Cleveland, Joe ¥tanley to the Cubs, 
George Rohe, Edd@e Hahn and Jakey 
Atz to the White\Sox, Jimmy Dygert 
to the Athletics and Jimmy Ryan to 
the Red Sox. None of these players 
are now with the teams mentioned 
above.

Nashville sent up Humpty McElveen, 
now of Montgomery, to Brooklyn, and 
Ed <Abbatachio to the Pirates, also 
Red@ Smith to the Trolley Dodgers.

Below will be found a brief gistory 
of each of the seasons since 1901: 

Season of 1901. 

In 1901, the’ fist year of the league, 
it was a hard fight to keep it going. 
Attendance was not good in a ma- 
jority of the cities. Nashville won 
the pennant By a margin that was too 
close to be comfortable. Little Rock 
finished second and Memphis third. 
The other teams finished in the fol- 
lowing order: New Orleans, Shreve- 
port, Chattanooga, Birmingham and 
Selma. There were several protested 
games filed before the president of 
the league, and his decision upon 
some of these had a lot to do with the 
result. 
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Season of 1902. 


The season of 1902 saw a new city 
in the-league, Atlanta taking Selma's 
place. Abner Powell purchased the 
franchise for $500 and later sold it 
to W. R. Joyner and associates for 
$18,500. The latter sold it to the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company at 
a good figure. When the latter Was 
offered a price for it recently, they 
said they might consider $100,000. 
During Powell's regime he had to pay 
the street car company $5 bfore eagh 
game for car service. 

The race was a fight all the way bhe- 
tween three teams, Nashville, New 
Orleans and Little Rock. They stood 
in the order named during July, 
August and September. Nashville won 
the pennant under Newt Fisher, Little 
Rock finished second and New Orleans 
third. The strange thing about the 
wennant-winners of this year was 
that Fisher could not have disposed 
of a single man on his team had he 
tried. They were ordinary players 
only, but they had fine team work. 
The other teams finished in the fol- 
lowing order: Atlanta, Memphis, 
Chattanooga, Shreveport and _ Bir- 
mingham. 


Season of 1903. 


The season of 1903 witnessed the 
best race of the three. Mémphis and 
Little Rock fought 
months up until September, Atlanta 
and Montgomery having a look-in un- 
til that time, when eney were left in 
the stretch, and sae 4 is and Little 
Rock alternated in the lead during 
that, the last month of play, Memphis 
finally winning out by the bare mar- 
gin of two points, their percentage 
being .589 and .587. Little Rock made 
a record of defeating Nashville in 
four consecutive shut-outs in Septem- 
ber and the record has stood ever 
since. The other teams finishe¢t as 
follows: Shréveport, Atlanta, Nash- 
ville, Birmingham, Montgomery and 
New Orleans. 


Season of 1904. 


The season of 1904 was the most 
prosperous yet. Every club in the 
league drew well. During July, Littie 
Rock, New Orleans, Atlanta and 
Shreveport. were in the fight, neck 
and neck. In August, New Orleans 
led, with Montgomery second and At- 
lanta tmird. Memphis crawled up 
steadily during the latter part of 
August and the first part of Septem- 
ber, and on the 19th of the latter 

onth disposed of New Orleans for 
he lead. Memphis finally won the 
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Memphis. The other clubs finished as 
follows: Birmingham, Nashville, Lit- 
tle Rocx¥, Shreveport and Montgomery. 

On September 24 of this year, At- 
lanta and Shreveport started after the 
world’s record for the fastest me 
Played. They succeeded in breaking 
the record, the time of the game be- 
ing 44 minutes. Bill Bartley, a mem- 
ber of the present Atlanta team, was 
twirling for Shreveport, with John 
McMakin on the hill for the Crackers. 
The score was, Atlanta 3, Shreseport 
1, Atlanta made 11 hits and Shreve- 
port9’. Both teams made three errors, 


Season of 1905. 


The season of 1905 was a hard one 
for the league. Yellow fever broke 
out in New Orleans, that team eres 
the majority of its games awa rom 
home, using the tlanta diamond 
when the latter was on the road. In 
July New Orleans led, with Birming- 
ham and Shreveport right behind. 
New Orleans still led in Auguat, 
Shreveport and Birmingham follow- 
ing. New Orleans had a lead of 160 
points in the first part of September, 
with the next five teams in 19 points 
of one another. Montgomery, under 
the management of Ike Durrett jn the 
last six weeks of play made a great 
spurt and finished second. The other 
teams came in the foflowing order: 
Atlanta, Shreveport, Birmingham, 
Memphis, Nashville and Little Rock. 

Season of 1906, 

The season of 1906 brought forth 
many interesting rows and records, 
This was a good season and due to the 
press egent proclivities of Manager 
Frank, of New Orleans, the league was 
Kept in a gtate of excitement, wonder- 
ing what he would spring next. He 
sprung a rubber ball incident at New 
Orleans while the Atlanta team ways 
Playing there. Otto Jordan, captain of 
the Crackers, grabbed one of the balis 
and refused to give it up. Frank had 
him arrested. The latter brought suit 
against Frank and attached his gate 
receipts When he appeared in Atlanta, 
The case was settled amicably later 
by both parties without recourse to 
the courts, 

In July, Shreveport led, with New 
Orleans second and Birmingham third. 
Birmingham took the lead on the Zlst 
day of July and held it until the end 
of the season. Memphis took second 
place and Atlanta third.in August, and 
held their places until the end. The 
other teams finished as follows: New 
Orlears, Shreveport Montycmery, 
Nashville and Little Rock. 

Rube Zellers ard Tom Hughes, of 
Atlanta, and Glen Ljebhardt and 
George Sigges, of Memphis, attempted 
the “iron man” stunt this season, an‘ 
were successful.

OF CONDITIONING PLAYERS, 


Marlin, Texas, March 2.—John J. Mc- 
Graw, of the New York Giants, is a 

ast master in the art of conditioning 

aseball players. He is with his men 
here constantly and watches every 
move. Here are his ideas as to the 
methods and value of sprifig training: 

“In my opinion the spring training 
of a ball club is of more importance 
in winning a pennant than any one 
factor.. Of course players of exception- 
al ability are needed, but unless they 
are well prepared physically for their 
work they may be laid up with inju- 
ries during the summer. In that event) 
the club would be just as badly off, 
if such players did not exist. 

“For instance, the average fan could 
sit down and in a few minutes point 
out as many as ten teams that have 
tat .the pennant through injuries to 
their players. We often hear of a club 
being in hard luck on account of hav- 
Ing so many players laid up with ill- 
ness, but in most of. those cases the 
fault can be traced back to the train- 
ing work done in the spring. 

A Shiding Pit. 

“Several years ago it occurred to me 
that most ball players that were in- 
jure@d were hurt sliding to the bases. 
There must be a reason for this, so I 
figured that they did not know how to 
Slide to escape injury. I then decided 
to have a sliding pit built on the train- 
ing grounds and that is largely re- 
sponsible for the Giants’ winning the 
pennant last year. It will be remem- 
bered that we stole more bases than 
any club in the league by a big margin. 
Other clubs were having men laid up 
every day from Stiding accidents while 
the Giants suffered no inconvenience 
whatever. If our players, had not 
known how to slide the Giants would 
have been crippled and we would not 
haVe won. 

“The public seems to have a mistaken 
idea that spring training consists of 
drilling the players into certain plays. 
That is merely incidental. The main 
idea is to get themin physical condition 
to Stand a grind of six months. I al- 
Ways take at least seven weeks for

be done gradually. | 

“Another mieten idea of the public 
is that training consists of giving the 
players certain kinds of food and put- 
ting them through certain athtetio} 
stunts. I do nothing of the kind. The) 
players are supposed to take care of 
themselves. They are all allowed to 
eat what they please. If they suffer. 
from it, it is their own fault and they | 
quickly realize it. I don't stop them | 
from smoking or any of the Httle 
habits they may have taken Up. in 
other words, the idea is for them” to 
live naturally and develop physically 
at the same time, The ball player must 
live through six months of hard play- 
ing and if he does not do it naturally 
it will be a hardship that he cannot 
stand. The prize fighter or the football 
player trains for a certain big, event 
and when that is over they can g0 
back to their natural style of living. 
But the ball player must keep up his 
work for six or seven months. He has 
to be fitted for that just the same as 
a man in any other line of business. 

Condition for Vets. 

“It is never necessary to do much 
instructing with the veteran ball play- 
ers. They know what to do, as a rule, 
and the thing is to get them in condi- 
tion to do it. With the youngsters it 
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come pretty good sliders by trying to 
earn. Very few recruits know how te 
slide when they first break in, and 
they have to be taught. The only suc- 
cessful slide is the hook or fall-away 
slide. The idea is to hook the toe of 
one foot into the bag and throw the 
body away from the baseman so he 
cannot touch anything but,;the spiked 
toe. sapgararl 

“T have found that the only way to 
get results in training is to be sys- 
tematic. J] work the men two hours 
every morning and two hours in the 
afternoon. I ‘work just as hard as 
they do. 

“Social polish is a big help in making 
a baseball club win, as it develops 
personal pride in the men and makes 
them want to be at the top. For that 
reason I always encourage the young- 
sters to take part in the dances that 
are given at Marlin every week. It 
also keeps their mind off the game. 
I would like to have my players think 
of baseball all the time when they are 
on the field and forget it when they 
get to their homes or hotel. 

“The business Man who worries over 
his business during his leisure hours 
soon becomes mentally unfit for his 
work and the same thing applies to 
ball players.’’

Congressman Berger and Law- 
rence Man in a Clash, 


Berger Refused to Take What 
He Called “Blood Money” 
for Strike Children — The 
Little Ones Appear Before 
Committee of Congress. 


Washington, March 2.—At the con-

EXPLAINS 
. REFORM WORK FOR GIRLS 


The presence here during the past 
week of Mrs. Martha Falconer, super- 
intendent of the Girls’ Reform school 
of the state of Pennsylvania, and her 
conference with Atlanta authorities in- 
terested in social and reform work, has 
proven most inspiring. Mrs. Falconer 
is one of the recognized leaders in this 
country of the best method of proced- 
ure for the juvenile criminal and the 
wayward girl. 

She prefers state institutions be- 
cause they can be strengthened by the 
laws made for their special conduct 
and protection. She advocateda system 
or daily regime which is ideal not only 
for the wayward girl of which the 
state must take hold to protect society, 
but for all girls for this particular 
tlme and period. For instance, Mrs. 
Falconer agitates the life of continued 
activity combining work and play. The 
Zirls in the institution where she is 
must have a good academic training. 
They must learn the principles of good 
and actually “know how 
to do the work. The idea of vocational! 
training is worked out where it is 
seen a girl has marked talents, and at 
present Several girls, after their two 
years’ probation is over. have been 
sent to normal schools to further study 
the industries, while others are sent 
to schools for training nurses. Fine 
handiwork is encouraged, and positions 
sought for women who can do it. 

Agricultural pursuits are especially 
encouraged among the girls, and a

young woman. college graduate from 
the agricultural department of Cornell 
university is head of the department 
of agriculture. Many of the girls pre- 
fer, upon leaving the home, to take 
positions in farm homes, where they 
become the most valuable employees. 

‘Play is not neglected,” Mrs. Fal- 
coner explained, and she exhibited pia- 
tures of the gitis enjoying their out- 
door sports, which includes basketball 
and all the games which interest and 
produce normal exercise. 

The problem of what to do with the 
girl after she leaves the school, or how 
to keep up the good work done upon 
her, was explained by Mrs. Falconer 
as the only way to continue the social 
betterment work. There are several 
supervisors from the school who watch 


the girls and try to direct their actions| aay 


for two years after they leave the in- 
stitution. They are not interfered with. 
but looked after. They are helped in 
case they lose their position, are f}), or 
need advice of any kind.

A. R. CHAPTERS 


Mrs. John M. Graham, state regent 
of Georgia, sends the following com- 
munication to the Georgia chapters 


of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 
Marietta, Ga., Feb. 27, 1913. 

My Dear Madam Regent: 1 beg your 
attention to the following matters: 

Before the list of April I wish to 
obtain a brief account of your chap- 
ter’s work and contributions since the 
last contintental congress and the last 
atate conference, in order that the state 
regent’s report to the next congress 
may include your chapter in the re- 
port of chapter work, and that neces- 
gary information may be at hand for 
the preparation of the state regent’s 
Teport to the state conference. 

Where historic sites “have been 
marked, memorials erected, Revolu- 
tionary soldiers’ graves marked or 
located, or work has been done for 
the preservation of county records or 
cther historic records, or for educa- 
tional purposes, or for any of the oth- 
er patriotic objects of our society, and 
where patriotic anniversaries have 
been observed by the chapter, the re- 
port should so state. 

Of course, a report from the chap- 
ter should also be furnished at the 
state conference, which will hold its 
opening session at Marietta on Tues- 
Gay evening, April 9. It has been usual 
to limit to three minutes the time for 
reading each report. These reports 
ehould be written on one side of the 


er. 

r Piease bring. to the attention of your 
chapter the following objects for 
which contributions will be asked at 
the state conference, so that the chap- 
ter may before that time take action 
in regard to them. When _ chapter 
funds are not in hand, pledges are 
hoped for. 

Memorial continental hall, the home 
and headquarters of our society, upon 
which we owe a heavy debt, is the 
first object that claims attention. In- 
terest on the bonds issued to finish 
paying for the building must be paid 
annually, and a gradual reduction of 
the principal is being attempted. Each 
chapter is expected to contribute some- 


“thing towards paying its share of our 


debt. 

The new plan adopted to aid in pay- 
ing this debt (which was proposed at 
the last congress by Mrs. Willard T. 
Block, of Chicago, new chairman of 
the committee on liquidation and en- 
dowment fund of memorial continen- 
tal hall), is urged upon the attention 
of the members of your chapter. For 
$1 (which wtll be devoted to this fund), 
and 5 cents postage, a member may 
obtain a beautiful and artistic en- 
‘graved certificate of descent from a 
Tevolutionary patriot (or from’ more 
than one), suitable for framing show- 
ing that the member is a contributor 
to the fund, and with spaces_for names 
of descendants of the member, a pic- 
ture of the hall, pictures in colors of 


“the national flag and of the seals of 


the thirteen states, the seal of the 
society, and signatures of the presi- 
dent general and other officers. It is 
hoped that members of each chapter 
will obtain certificates. They may 
be procured through Miss Helen Row- 
land, 5 West 35th Street, Savannah, 
Ga., chairman of our state committee 
on Memorial continental hall certifi- 
cates, appointed at the request of the 
national chairman. In your report 
please give the names or number of 
members who have obtained such cer- 
tificates, so that the chapter may re- 
ceive due credit.

It is hoped that every Geor- 
gia chapter, by some contribution, 
whether large or small, will be rep- 
resented in this tribute to one who 
was not only the first real daughter 
in the entire society, but the first 
member in Georgia, the tounder of 
one of our first chapters, and one of 
our most distinguished and best loved 
members, and whose lamenteg son, in- 
spired by her patriotism, contributed 
munificently of his means to the so- 
ciety. 

Emily Hendree park memorial, It 
having been found impracticable to 
place a bust of Mrs. Park in memorial 
continental hall, our state executive 
committee has approved the proposal 
that the memorial take the form of 
a bookcase, or a section of the library, 
in memorial continental hall, to be 
marked with a tablet to her memory, 
and to contain principally books of 
Georgia authors, historical and genea- 
logical, including a set of the Georgia 
colonial and revolutionary records, the 
ecmpliling and printing of which by 
the state was so largely due to her 
untiring efforts for several years as 
state regent; each book to contain a 
bookplate with a copy of the memorial 
tablet. Additional contributions to 
the fund for this memorial are de- 
sired, 

The state fund for marking historic 
sites in localities in which there is a 
chapter it is hoped will soon be ma- 
terially increased. 

Educational—Our society is directing 
much of its energies. towards educa- 
tion among the poor children in our 
southern mountains (most of them de- 
scendants of revolutionary soldiers), 
believing that there is no more patri- 
otic service than that of preparing 
them ‘Tor good citizenship. We ir 
Georgia should not fall behind in this 
work in our own state, which has been 
aided so greatly by the enthuslastic 
and generous support given by chap- 
ters of other states. 

The model Industrial School for 
Mountain Boys and Girls, established 
by one of our Georgia aesyeet Ay Miss 
Martha Berry, has been a sp@cial ob- 
ject of help from our society in many 
states, as well as in Georgia, just as 
other admirable schools have received 
special support from the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and 
uther organizations.* It is hoped that 
the scholarship contributions will be 
numerous at and preceding the con- 
ference. Contributions for this school 
should be reported to Miss 
Fannie Glover, chairman of Berry 
school scholarship committee, Mariet- 
ta, Ga. Other educational contribu- 
tions should be reported to Mrs. P. 
W. Godfrey, chairman of patriotic edu- 
cation committee, Covington, Ga. 

Meadow Garden, the home of a 
Georgia signer of the declaration of 
independence, George Walton, now the 
property of our society, and a museum 
of revolutionary relics, is faithfully 
cared for by the Augusta chapter, but 
the expense of its maintenance should 
not fall upon that chapter alone. A 
moderate contribution from each Geor- 
gia chapter would produce a sum which 
would be of substantial help in meet- 
ing this expense, Donations of revo- 
lutionary relics and of books suitable 
for the library at Meadow Garden are

Delegates and alternates to the Con- 
finental Congress, which meets in 
Washington on the 15th of April, must 
be elected by chapters on or before 
March 1. 

Chapters of less than fifty members

ist, but are not entitled to an addi- 
tional delegate. 

The following rules should be care- 
fully reaq and credential blanks filled 
according to tune Instructions con- 
tained in them: 

Fach chapter shail be entitled to 
be represented at the Continental Con\ 
gress by its regent or her alternate. 

The chapters shali be entitled to°be 
represented by their regent and one 
delegate for the first fifty members; 
when one hundred members are at- 
tained, to still be represented by but 
one delegate. This to apply to all 
chapters. 

After the first hundred, 
entation shall be in the ratio of one 
Gelegate to every subsequent 1090. 

An alternate shall be elected 
each chapter regent and delegate.

No member whose dues have not 
beer paid to the National Society for 
the fiscal year, On or before March

ocratic party. The “harmony break- 
fast” will be given on Dolly Madison’s 
birthday, and the occasion will as- 
gwemble the wives, sisters, mothers and 
daughters of democratic adherents. 

Organization for women is an ex- 
cellent thing, as has been proved in 
their organized effort in matters of 
import, national, state and local, but 
it is lamentable that they should be- 
gin to organize for political pur- 
poses on what may be termed a par- 
tisan basis. If the new organization 
would lead the women members into 
a study of public questioms into the 
investigation of the laws which re- 
late especially to women and chil- 
dren; to the betterment of our educa- 
tional system, then, indeed, would 
these representative ladies be render- 
ing a service not only to themselves 
and the democratic party, but to the 
nation at large. 

The fact that women are. still 
spared active responsibility ‘in poll- 
tics; that they may be onlookers and 
students and not obligated to act 
either through traditional sentiment 
Or impelled by partisanship of any 
Kind, leaves them free to Become fa- 
miliar with the principles which ap- 
plied might lead to the “ideal repub- 
lic.”

Bremen, Ga., March 2,—(Special.)— 
After several months of hard work on 
tre part of the officers of Haralson 
county, Deputy Sheriff Ben Smith, of 
Tallapoosa, succeeded in locating Allie 
Blakemore, who, about four years ago, 
shot and killed Tom P, Jackson, near 
Tallapoosa, ata railroad camp at Hunts- | 
ville, Ala. The deputy qwietly se- | 
cured the necessary warrant and requi- 
sition papers and, fearing he might 
miss his man, he went to Huntsville 
instead of sending the warrant to the 
officers there. 

Arriving at the sheriff's office, he | 
presented his papersand asked for the 
man’s arrest. The sheriff informed 
Mr. Smith that Blakemore was one of 
his deputies, and that he would tele- 
phone him to come to the office, osten- 
sibly on other business. Two other 
deputies were present, it is said. The 
telephone message was sent, and Mrs. 
Blakemore advised that her husband 
Was asleep and would be down right 
away. 

The man did not show up in a rea- 
sonable time,and Mr. Smith started an 
investigation to find that the fugitive 
had been warned of the Georgia of- 
ficer’s presence, and fled to parts un-

office, it is thought, had given Blake- 
more a tip. 

Blakemore killed Jackson in cold 
blood at a railroad camp just east of 
Tallapoosa, and was indicted by a Har- 
alison county grand jury for murder.

GOVERNMENT SET BACK 
IN SHOE TRUST CASES 


Boston, March 2,—Criminal proceed- 
ings of the department of justice 
against five officials of the United 
Shoe Machinery Company received a 
setback today when Judge Putnam 
threw three of the five counts in the 
two indictments out of court. The re- 
maining count, Which the government 
may press aguinst Sidney W. Winslow, 
Edward P. Hurd, Elmer P. Howe and 
George W Brown, of Boston, and Wil- 
liam Barbour, of New York, charges 
monopoly through the system of leases 
of patent machinery, They will plead 
to this charge next week. 

Judge Putnam held that the original 
combination of four companies Was 
valid and “purely. an economic ar- 
rangement” and sustained the com- 
pany’s demurrer to charges of conspir- 
acy to monopolize and restrain trade. 

in his decision Judge Putnam said: 

“While in theory the respondents are 
chargeable, yet in fact the practical ap- 
plication of the Sherman anti-trust act 
is very uncertain. This makes it prac- 
tically so indefinite that criminal pros- 
ecutions like this impose great hard- 
ships by terrorizing very considerable 
portions of the community who have 
acted honestly, to the possible peril of 
enormous fines and terms of imprison- 
ment. Under the circumstances we are 
unable to understand why the depart- 
ment of justice of the United States 
directs and the president admits, crimi- 
nal proceedings like this until, in the 
particular case, the practical applica- 
tion of the statute has been settled by 
civil proceedings, view especially 
ef the fact that the flexible methods 
of a bill in equity are capable of ex- 
ploiting all doubtful questions much 
more thoroughly and with more just 
results than criminal proceedings.

f£ NOTABLE MEASURE--ITS LESSON. 

There is nothing revolutionary or startling about the sug- 
gested excise, or income, tax. Already the principle has been in- 
dorsed by nearly two-thirds of the states. In Georgia it was ac- 
cepted overwhelmingly. It has also long been apparent that the 
-majority of Amerfcan voters favored the removal of the duty on 
sugar affecting, as it would, the table of rich and poor alike. The 
principal obstacle heretofore has been that such legislation would 
reduce federal revenues by approximately $50,000,000. The gov- 
ernment budget could not stand such a slump. The saving of I 1-2 
cents a pound to the consumer on sugar has now been made pos- 
sible by a compensating federal income tax Which, it is estimated, 
will produce revenue ranging trom fifty to sixty million dollars a 
year. .

tain figure to the government. The business conducted by an 


individual, or individuals, goes scot free. The injustice of the 
handicap is at once apparent. 

Again: A corporation doing business upon an investment, 
sav, of $100,000; employing many persons and sustaining, directly 
and indirectly, several hundred persons perhaps, must share its 
profits with the government at the rate of a fixed per cent above a 


certain figure. An individual with $100,000 invested in_ bonds, 


or similar non-taxable securities, giving employment generally to 
only a few household servants, is not required to contribute a 
penny of his gain toward governmental maintenance. Here the 
unequal distribution of the burden is equally obvious and in- 
defensible. 

The Underwood provision places a flat tax of one per cent 
upon all incomes—corporate, co-partnership or individual—in ex- 
cess of $5,000. Embodying exact equality of taxation; enforcing 
the unassailable principle that men shall be taxed in proportion to 
their wealth and: not their helplessness—the justice of the measure 
is beyond successtul attack. 

One of the most notable features of this remarkable demo- 
cratic achievement is the additional tribute it pays to the masterly 
leadership _ of Oscar Underwood, who presented the bill for the 
ways and means comniittee and to whose splendid ability in har- 
monizing conflicting elements is largely due the action of the 
caucus. 

More than ever is the whole country indebted to the south for 
Underwood, and, as The Constitution has so often said—if he lived 
in any state north of the Ohio river he would not have even the 
suggestion of opposition for the democratic presidential nomina-

Roosevelt has declared specifically that with him the pre-conven- 
vention campaign is tobe an impersonal one, fought entirely for a 
principle, and that he is content to let his friends direct it. Those who 
appear qualified to speak for the president have gone out of their 
way to emphasize that he would not personally attack the former 
president, but would confine himself solely to the discussion of 
issues from the abstract standpoint. 

This program is beautiful on paper, but it never has yet 
worked out in actual practice and there are special reasons for be- 
lieving that the present instance will establish no exception. Both 
president and former president may get under way with the best 
possible intentions, but once they strike the issues upon which 
their positions are diametrically opposed the sparks are bound to 
fly. As a matter of fact, there was a minor note in the Roosevelt 
speech at Columbus which spoke of intensity of feeling toward Taft, 
and its effect has not been neutralized by the colonel’s subsequent 
declaration that he had not meant to inject. the personal element 
into his references. 

As the fight progresses, and the wrangles and maneuvers for 
delegates become warmer and warmer, human nature will assert it- 
self, and the interchange, not only between Taft and Roosevelt, but 
equally between the partisans of both, will become bitter and vicious 
to a degree that may only be surmised. Before the Chicago con- 
vention, and unless all portents fail, the republican party will be 
so irrevocably divided by personal and political animus that no 
amount of diplomacy or discipline will bring it into cohesiveness 
for the campaign proper. It is this condition that militates with 
ee for democratic success. It is essential only for 


the leaders and the rank and file of the latter party to avoid as they 


would the plague the feuds and animosities that rive asunder the 
republicans. The Taft-Roosevelt duel clinches the day for the dem- 
ocrats, provided the latter exhibit even ordinary restraint and dis- 
cretion. 
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DON’T BLAME CLERK OR POSTMAN. 
Corroborating what The Constitution has often contended— 
that the plague of inefficiency and Hitchcockism in the postoffice 
department has become a national affliction—The Boston Globe 
analyzes, as follows, the amount of work the clerk or postman is 
called upon to do and pleads with its readers to plate the blame 


for a demoralized service “higher up”: 


If one or more of your letters are lost or delayed in the mails, don't blame 
the letter carrier or the postal clerk before finding out whether it was his 
fault, but just reflect that the average number of pleces of mail matter 
handled per employee in 1909—the latest year for which statistics are avail- 
able—was 64,239. That was more than 1,000 pieces a week that went through 
the hands of each carrier or clerk. 

Ever since 1890 the work of postal employees has been steadily growing 
more arduous. In that year the average number of pieces handled was 24,611. 
a little more than half the amount of work required at present. Figures 
given to the house committee on postoffices and postroads show that Uncle 
Sam knows how to speed up his employees and get out of them all the work 
possible. So if one of your letters goes astray just reflect that the “man 
higher up.” and not the postman himself, may really be responsible. 


In other words, in twenty-two years, while the work exacted of 
the average employee has nearly doubled, the department, under 
its present head, not only prles more and more labor upon clerk 
and postman and other members of the service, but also steadfast- 
ly curtails the number of employees in proportion to territory and 
curtails the facilities with which they must work. 

Is it any wonder that, under these conditions, letters continu- 
ally go astray or are delayed, involving, as shown in several in- 
stances in Atlanta, the loss of business contracts and large sums 
of money? 
“speeding up” process for a sufficient number of men to properly 
take care of the enormous volume of mail handled in this country. 
It does not mind making men prematurely old, and robbing them 
of vitality, if it may point to a reduced deficit or a meretricious 
reputation for “efficiency.” 

The people of Atlanta, as well as the people of Boston, and 
patrons everywhere of the mail service, ought to blame the “men 
higher up.” In the meantime the committee on expenditures in 
the postoffice department, specifically charged with probing these 
identical conditions, has been months at work upon its task, with 
nothing whatever to show of accomplishment. As The Constitu- 
tion showed a few days ago, so strangely indifferent is it about 
going after the “men higher up,”. that employees willing to testify 
before it regarding the abuses of Hitchcockism must “voluntarily 
appear, pay their own expenses and run the risk of losing their 
positions. | 

Some of these days, when the country unites in its demand for 
relief, the “men higher up” will come to an accounting. The pity 
ot the thing is that it is a democratic committee and congress los- 
ing this great opportunity for public service. 
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MISLED ABOUT PARCELS POST. 


The fear that a parcels post will work to the detriment of the 
country merchant ts a fallacy pure and simple. It will, on the other 
hand, materially promote his prosperity. It is entirely unreasona- 
ble to hold that an agency that makes for the welfare of the myriad 
1ural customers of the merchant is not going also to aid the mer- 
chant himself. It has been shown in other countries that a par- 
cels post, such as is proposed to be introduced into this country, 
increases the purchasing power of the farmer, making him a freer 
spender and multiplying his needs. As a matter of fact, a parcels 
post 1s second only to rural free delivery and good roads as an up- 
builder of prosperity in the country. That being the case, the mer- 
chant should welcome, not oppose it. 

An encouraging feature is that the house committee on post- 
offices and postroads is disposed to make a general domestic par- 
cels post a part of the fiscal program of the present session. Should 
the house consider the proposal favorably, there is reason to hope 
that a democratic and insurgent coalition in the senate would put 
through the measure at that end. The democrats would percepti- 
bly strengthen their position before the country in the approach- 
ing presidential campaign by enacting a parcels post, even though 
the'president vetoed it, and it is problematical if Mr. Taft will go 
that length considering the state of his own political fortunes. 

Such antagonism as has. manifested itself here and there is not 
likely to seriously jeopardize the chances of the measure, once it 
gets to the voting stage, where all members must go on record. At 
the same time, it is unfortunate that an element that has almost 
as much to gain from a parcels post as has the farmer should let it- 
self be misled by a groundless superstition into an attitude of futile 
opposition. 
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LEGA LIZING MATRIMONIAL LARCENY, 


Ifusbands with ‘penurious or “tight-wad" propensities might a 
well steer clear of Philadelphia, if a decision handed down recent- 
ly by Magistrate Maclarland, of that city, is proved to hold water. 
A warring couple appeared before the magistrate, and the husband 
justified desertion of his wife upon the ground that she. nightly 
rifled his pockets, not leaving him currency enough, even, to ride to 
work and earn more material for her light-fingered activities. 

But the magistrate refused to be influenced by this: specious 
plea. He forthwith held that the law gave a wife a common right 
in her husband’s property, and that she could clean out his coffers 
ad infinitum and still be within legal bounds. 

We are inclined to believe the decision was, largely, a super- 
fluous one. The lady with the habit of regularly abstracting coin 
from the pockets of her sleeping spouse is not going to be deterred 
by any such crude device as an injunction. It is likely, moreover, 
that in the overwhelming majority of cases she is driven to this 
expedient by the stinginess of her liege lord. Where this condition 
obtains, no court on earth will be found sufficiently churlish to in- 
terpose its objections. 

Incidentally, the Quaker City benedicts who persist in stinting 
their wives, despite this strong hint from the bench, will be forced 
to strange and desperate devices, such as placing time-locks on 
their trousers’ pockets, or hiring plain-clothes men to stand guard 
over the weekly wage while its earner sleeps. 
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CELEBRATING A CENTURY OF PEACE. 


New York is to spend half a million dollars in celebrating, in 
1914, a century of peace between this country and Great Britain. 

The federal government, and every other American common- 
wealth, might with propriety co-operate in making the anniversary 
the occasion of pageants unique in our history. 

Peace talk and the feasibility and profit of world-peace pre- 
vail today as never before. Every considerable power in civiliza- 
tion groans under the weight of increasing armaments, and arbi- 
tration is heralded by sources that a decade ago, even, would have 
dismissed it as chimerical or a dream of weaklings. Already ten- 
tative peace pacts are signed between the United States, England 
and I'rance, and intimations from other great nations are to the 
effect that they are in a receptive mood. 

In such an era the moral influence of two such powerful coun- 
tries as Great Britain and America uniting in an epochal celebra- 
tion of the long peace between them would be nothing short of 
tremendous.

Solar Weather Bureaus to 
Humanity Against Sun 


HE Mount Wilson Observatory, near 

Los Angeles, Cal. which now pos- 

sesses the greatest telescope in the 

world, presented by Andrew Carnegie, is 

conducted mainly with a view to studying 

the nature and composition of the sun, 

the variations in its heat and other phe- 
nomena connected with it. 

This is. in a sense, the greatest problem 
that lies before man, since all life depends 
upon the sun. By its light we live, and 
when it fails we must all die—or move 
to some other universe. And just now 
we have found some valuable new knowl- 
edge of the sun through the most wonder- 
ful sun photographs ever taken. 

The mighty telescope at Mount Wilson, 
which would bring Chicago within 400 feet 
of New York, is used to pick a ray of sun- 
light and examine its composition. With 
the aid of this telescope and spectrum 
analysis, the actual composition of the 
sun can now be studied with a minuteness 
and accuracy that have never before been 
possible. The observers are able to tell 
what proportion of each element the sun 
contains; what amount of heat it is giving 
out at any specified moment, whether the 
sunspots are increasing or decreasing in 
activity, and many other facts. 

How important this information is in a 
purely practical way may be judged from 
one curious circumstance. You have 
doubtless seen that there has been an 
extraordinary outbreak of social unrest all 
over the world this Summer. This has 
shown itself in the form of general strikes 
of unusual bitterness in nearly every 
European country. Scores of lives have 
been lost in these conflicts in England, 
Austria and Spain. Similar troubles have 
occurred on a smaller scale in the United 
States. The war between Italy and Tur- 
key and the threatened war between 
France and Germany are other manifesta- 
~ tions of the same state of unrest. 


Now, it has been suggested by Camille 
Flammarion, the very interesting French 
astronomer, that this unrest is due to an 
inusual prevalence of violet rays in the 
sun's light this year. This suggestion is 
based on observations carried on by M. 
Flammarion at his private observatory. 

The violet rays, as everybody now 
knows, have the power of penetrating solid 
matter to a greater or less extent not 
possessed by the rays from the red end of 
the spectrum. They have the power of 
penetrating the human body and even the 
skull to some extent. They are the cause 
of the worst effects In cases of sunstroke, 
and they exercise a very disturbing effect 
on the nerves, which they reach directly 
by penetrating the overlying tissues of the 
body. The violet rays kill germs and 
minute organisms, but have at first a stim- 
ulating effect on cells which they do not 
kill. 

When directed on the human body, and 
especially the head, fora prolonged period, 
they produce irritation, nervous excite- 
ment, and finally madness and death. They 
are responsible for the senseless massa- 
cres and cruelties which men often commit 
in tropical countries. It is easy to under- 
stand that any unusual quantity of these 
rays directed upon men in temperate cli- 


mates would lead them into senseless wars. 


and riots. 

The proportion of violet rays in the 
sun's light is shown by spectrum analysis. 
and the Mount Wilson Obdservatory will 
be in a position to warn us whenever we 
run an unusual danger from that cause. 

The solar observatory will be able to 
warn us in advance of danger from an 
unusual quantity of violet rays or apy 
other important change of the surface of 
the sun. When the word is flashed round 
the world in future that the eun is emit- 
tine vast quantities of violet rays, men 
will have sense enough to Keep thick hats 
on their heads to protect themselves from 
the rays that produce bloodthirsty mad- 
ness and death. 

When human society is organized on a 
thoroughly scientific basis men will dress 
according to the bulletins sent out from 
the solar bureaue of the world. When 
the astronomers see an enormous 
eruption of hydrogen on the sun they will 
flash a wireless message round the world 
like this: 

“Blondes put on costume No. 9; bru- 
nettes costume No. 11.” 

The costume indicated will have been 
prepared in advance as a special protec- 
tion against the kind of gas that the sun 
is giving forth in unusual quantities. It 
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HE known sources of energy are limited; man’s 
use of them steadily increases. Sooner or 
later must come a time when the coal beds 

are exhausted, the forests gone. 

What a catastrophe! All the activities of our 
modern life stilled! N6 factories running! The 
railroads dead! No lights! No heat! A flood of 
desperate, idle, hungry humanity tearing each 
other’s throats! 

Now Sir William Ramsay, the greatest chemist 
in the world, sends out a warning that the catas.- 
trophe is actually upon us. 
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Solar power, water power, tidal power are not 
enough, he points out, to keep our civilization 
going. He suggests the utilization of the inter- 
atomic energy-——the force that is stored in every 
particle of matter, and of which the activities of 
radium form the significant type. But how to get 
at the force? There is no answer. 

The article that follows is part of the warning 
he has sent out to the world in his Inaugural ad- 
dress before the British Association, an organization 
of England’s greatest scientists. Sir Willlam Ram.

E have in this world of ours only a jimited sup- 
ply of stored-up energy. The rate at which 
this supply is being exhausted has been in- 

ereasing very steadily for the past forty years. It is 


easy to calculate that in Great Britain, if the rate of 
working increases ag it is doing, our coal will be com- 
pletely exhausted in 175 yeara In the life of a nation 
175 years is a span. 

Attention has repeatedly been drawn to the enor- 
mous quantity of energy etored up in radium and 
its descendants. Suppose that the energy in a ton of 
radium could be utilized in thirty years, instead of 
being evolved at its invariable slow rate of 1,760 years 
for half-disintegration, it would suffice to propel a 
ship of 15,000 tons, with engines of 15,000 horse-power, 
at the rate of 15 knots an hour for thirty vears—prac- 
tically the lifetime of the ship. To do this actually 
requires a million and a half tons of coal. 

It is easily seen that the virtue of the energy of 
the radium consists in the small weight in which it 
ig contained: in other words, the radium-energy is in 
an enormously concentrated form. If we know for 
certain that radium and its descendants decompose 
spontaneously, evolving energy, why should not other 
more etable elements decompose? 

This leads to the speculation whether, if elements 
are capable of disintegration,-the world may not have 
at its disposal a hitherto unsuspected source of. energy. 


If radium were to evolve its stored-up energy at the 
same rate that gun-cotton does, we should have an 
undreamed-of explosive; could we control the rate we 
should have a useful and potent source of energy. 

If, however, the elements which we have been used 
to consider as permanent are capable of changing with 
evolution of energy, if some form of catalyser could be 
discovered which would usefully increase their almost 
inconceivably slow rate of change, then it is not too 
much to say that the whole future of our race would 
be altered. 

{t would be impracticable in the northern countries 
to attempt to utilize terrestrial heat from bore holes: 
others have deduced that from the tides, the winds and 
water power. Small supplies of energy are no doubt 
obtainable but in comparison with that derived 
from combustion of coal they are negligible. Nothing 
is to be hoped for from the direct utilization of solar 
heat in this temperate and uncertain climate, and it 
would be folly to consider seriously a possible supply 
of energy in a conceivable acceleration of the libera- 
tion of energy by atomic change. It looks utterly im 
probable, too, that we shall ever be able to utilize the 
energy due to the revolution of the earth on her axis; 
or to her proper motion around the sun. 

We must save our coal and our forests. Kvery na: 
tion must at once take up this problem. At least this 
will give us more time to meet the threat of the power- 
less era now dawning on us. 
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will include a peculiar 
kind of helmet for pro- 
tecting the brain and 
glasses of a special 
shade for protecting 
their eyes. Blondes re- 
quire more protection 
against radiation than 
brunettes, on account of 
the smaller amount of 
pigment in their skins. 
Calcium storms, iron 
storms and gold storms 
occur on the sun, and 
each will convey some 
special warning to man. 
Even }f the presence 
of ab unusual quantity 
of violet’ rays in our 
sunlight ia not conceded 
to have the importance 
ascribed to it by Pro- 
fessor Flammarion, the 
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cause of the unrest may 


still be traced to the 


sun. Unquestionably the 
failure of the crops all 
over the world is partly 
sponsible for the general unrest, bad tem- 
per and bellicosity that have afflicted the 
world this Summer. The wage-earning 
classes have found it unusually hard to 
buy enough food to live on, and conse- 
quently they have been ready to riot or 
fight. | 

The failure of the crops must be uwltt- 
mately traced to the sun, which causes 
them to grow. We know that the weather 
we enjoy or suffer from on earth is af- 
fected by the changes that occur in the 
surface of the sun. How to interpret 
these changes is one of the great- problems 
of science. When that has been done we 
shall be able to tell years in advance what 
the weather will be like. Toward the 
solving of this problem the Mount Wilson 
Observatory has already done more than 
any other institution. 

Dr. George E. Hale, of Mount Wilson, 
has invented an instrument by which it 
is possible to photograph different layers 
of the sun’s atmosphere by the light of 
the burning elements themselves at yari- 
ous distances from the surface. 


Dr. Hale examined a photograph of this 
kind he had obtained by the red light of 
hydrogen. It revealed a wonderful spec- 
tacle. It showed that gigantic cyclones 
were whirling over the efrth’s surface. 
The centres of these storms were shown 
to be very highly magnetized. This 
proved that the particles rotating about

We now know that the surface of the 
sun presents terrifying spectacles, such as 
human eyes have never before seen. We 
can actually catch a glimpse of these 
things through the new telescope, although 
if ita full power were turned on the sun 
the man who dared to look into it would 
be burned to a cinder. One photo- 
graph shows a wave of flame eighty 
thousand miles in height by careful meas- 
urement. 

The photographs from Mount Wilson 
show the sun as it has never yet been 
geen. with ita vast storms, deep vortices 


tame light and dark pattern. 

As the difference between a scene viewed 
with an ordinary sea captain’s telescope 
and with the naked eye, so is the differ- 
ence between these photographs from 
Mount Wilson and all previous photo- 
graphs of the sun. 

The face of the sun is a mass of whirl- 
ing, blazing, flery storms of inconceivable 
fury, with flames reaching hundreds of 
thousands of miles in height. These 
storms centre about what are known as 
“sun spots,’ which are the centres of the 
storms. They are probably black craters 
reaching down into the very centre of the 
orb of light. They have a most vital 
influence upon our daily life and exist- 
ence. 

Sir William Herschel in the eighteenth 
century was the first astronomer to note 
the relation between the frequency of 
gun spots and the weather on earth. He 
compared the annual number of sun spots 
with the price of wheht. Although this 
comparison yielded no practical results in 
his time, it seems likely that our present 
method of observing the sun with im- 


The sun spots reach their maximum fre- 
quency in a period slightly less than eleven 
years. They reached such a period in 
1904, and consequently we are now in @ 
period of relative calm. As many ag 
eighty-nine spots have been counted at. 
one time, and one of these has been 
measured as 140,000 miles across. 

It has been observed that the eleven- 
year periodicity of sun spots is accompa- 
nied. by regular changes in the magzetism 
of the earth. The magnetic needle shows 
its extreme variation every eleven years— 
that is, at the epoch of the maximum prev. 
alence of sun spots. The years in which 
the needle is least disturbed are the years 
in which the sun spots are fewest. 

It has recently been demonstrated that 
the aurora (whether borealis or australis} 
igs connected with the sun’s activity. The 
sun throws out vast quantities of electrical 
particles, known as “ions,” which, when 
they reach the magnetic fleld of the earth, 
produce the tremendous illumination known 
as the aurora. This is similar in nature 
to the illumination produced by the cath- 
ode rays in a Crookes tube.

You thus become an artificial earth, 
your heed being the North Pole and 
your feet the South Pole.

By stretching your arm out at 
about the centre of your body you 
place the gyroscope at a point on 
this imaginary sphere correspond- 
ing to that of the earth’s equator.

EW YORK is fast becoming the most powerful 
N magnet in the world. Through the enormous 
amount of steel used in its bridges and sky- 
scrapers within its limits the city fs acquiring an at- 
tractive force that will in time be greater than that 
exerted by the magnetic pole. 

Shortly after the Brooklyn Bridge was constructed, 
nearly thirty years ago, this tendency was first ob- 
served by mariners. As soon as they came within the 
magnetic zone of the 35,000 tons of fron used in that 


structure, they experienced trouble with their com- 
passes. The magnetic needle in the compass, instead of 


. pointing in the direction of the magnetic pole, swung 


off from fifteen to twenty-two degrees. Navigation by 
compass in the waters of New York Bay and the East 
River became out of the question. Pilots had to take 
their bearings from the shore. In foggy weather, when 
this was impossible, it was necessary to drop anchor 
until it cleared. The compass was. useless. 

With the construction of the Williamsburg, Manhat- 
tan and Queensboro bridges, with their 200,000 tons 
of iron. and steel, and the erection of New York’s 
numerous skyscrapers, with two million tons more, 
the situation became steadily worse. 

Captain George Gray, of the Colonial line steamer 
Concord, who has been navigating the East River for 
twenty years, explained the reasons for this condition 
in thig way: “Iron or steel which bas been for a great 
length of time in a fixed position acquires considerable 
polarity. It becomes magnetized. 

“When a ship passes under the Brooklyn Bridge the 
compass swings as much as two points, or twenty4two 
and a half degrees—sometimes even a little more. 
Compass navigation in the East River is already out 
of the question. New York fs steadily becoming a huge 
magnet and the zone of its influence will soon be far 
more extensive.” 

How serious a condition this would be is indicated 
in the fact that, according to marine insurance reports, 
tne losg traceable directly to compass failures and 
deviations already amounts to many millions of dollars 
a year. In cloudy weather, when the navigator is with. 
out means of checking his bearings, slight compass 
devtations readily bring about disaster. 

But New York, converted into a huge magnet, as it 
will be, will exert {ts influence in other directions. A 
more concrete idea of its scope may be had, perhaps, 
by considering the total magnetic force of New York's 
steel structures as concentrated in the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company’s building—an edifice which 
alone contains over 15,000 tons of structural steel and 
which is already strongly magnetized. 

Concentrated in that tower, New York’s magnetism 
would bring the United States battleship North Dakota, 
lying in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, hurtling through the 
air and crashing into its white masonry like a gshell 
from an unthinkably great gun. 

In a thousand other ways this tremendous, almost 
irresistible force would make itself felt. From the pin 
which fastens a woman’s cloak to the locomotives 
steaming into our railway terminals, every article of 
steel or iron within the zone of the influence of the 
giant magnet of Madison Square would be drawn 
towards it along the lines of least resistance. The air 
would at all times be full of the flying objects, for, 
obviously, all would not come within the magnetic 
zone at once, 

No. vehicle in the construction of which steel or 
iron entered to any considerable extent could with 
safety approach this zone. Surface cars, subways, 
elevated trains, automobiles, wagons—all would be 
drawn. irresistibly toward the new magnetic pole. 

Knives and forks would fly from our hands as we 


‘ate, steel pens would leave the hands of astonished 


bookkeepers, while disappearing tools would leave as- 
tonished mechanics bewildered and idle. 

Pots and pans would fly through windows or in- 
tervening walls, emptying their steaming contents, per- 
haps, upon the heads of unwary pedestrians, while 
Bas and water pipes, gas stoves, ovens and furnaces 


' would join the steady stream of iron and steel. 


Nails would be drawn from the structures they hela 
together, and frame houses and similar edifices would 
either collapse at once or fall with the first strong 
wind, like houses built with children’s blocks. 


Disaster and ruin would fol- 
low the collapse of skyscrapers 
as the steel and iron skeleton 
framework was wrenched from 
their foundatiohs through the 
thin covering of brick afid 
stone masonry. 

Fortunately such a calamity 
cannot, of course, occur. New 
York’s magnetism will never 
be concentrated in such a man- 
ner as to wreak such havoc. 
In a minor way, however, its 
influence will be fslt 

Thus the workers {% a mag- 
netized skyscraper would cer- 
tainly feel its effects. Needleg 
and pins, penknives and scis- 
sors would develop a remark- 
able habit of leaving garments 
and desks and attaching them- 
selves to walls—attracted there 
by magnetized steel girders 
and columns. Miss Stenogra- 
pher, standing before a mirror 
as she adjusted her hat before 
going out to lunch, would find 
her hatpin drawn from her 
hand and sailing toward the 
‘wall. Pens would fly from be- 
hind the ears of bookkeepers 
as they approached too close to 
the magnetized columns, and 
the weight of every iron and 
steel article in the building 
would be surprisingly increased 
because of the magnetic at- 
tractive force exerted by the 
eteel girders. 

Magnetized New York is 
bound to come, but its coming 
will be gradual. In the mean- 
time, no doubt, scientific men 
will devise measures to over:

SOME NEEDED DOMESTIC LAWS. 
VEN the most indifferent woman who keeps house 
cannot fail to see this connection and the dis- 
aster which must result when she is forced persistently 
to turn the regulation of such affairs over to others. 
It is said that the moral trustworthiness of women in 


their ‘sense of domestic relation is accepted in our 
everyday life ag part of the natural order of things on 
which we can rely as implicitly as on the continuity 
of the forces of nature, but the community is wronged 
when so much of this integrity is absorbed in a do- 
mestic selfishness that a sense of obligation toward 
the community is never developed. And perhaps the 
women who lead the domestic life, more than any 
others, are in need of the franchise. One could easily 
name the regulations of the state which define her 
stutus in the community. 
Domestic: 

Laws regulating marriage and divorce. 

Laws defining the legitimacy of children. 

Laws defining married women’s property rights. 

Exemption and homestead laws which protect her 
when her husband is bankrupt. 

Laws concerning nonsupport, which so intimately 
affect the lives of poorer women and which alone en- 
able them to rear their children. 

Laws concerning the co-guardianship which gives a 
woman an equa] right in the care of her children and 
which until recently have been g0 manifestly unjust to 
mothers. 

Laws concerning widows’ awards. 

If we consider next the acts of the state regulating 
her functions as mother of her children and head of 
her hosehold there are: 

Laws concerning the preparation of food by which 
alone her children may be protected from poisoning, 

Those concerning the manufacture of clothing. 

Provision for the education of her children made 
by the public schools, State universities, ete. 

Provision for the recreation of her children, which 
have lately come to include not only playgrounds but 
smal] parks with field houses and gymnasiums. 

Child labor laws, which protect her children from 
premature labor. 

The newly established laws for vocational guidance 
and employment supervision which many cities are in- 
stituting gradually in connection with their publie schoo] 
systems. Even the factory child averages about six 
and four-tenths years of education before it enters in- 
dustry, and it might well seem the duty of the State

SN’T it wonderful, this little retreat! It reeeives us

One finds nothing more adjustable, more compas- 
sionate among all that mankind has effected, and there 
is nothing so beloved and so highly prized as woman's 
creation, the home. 


Since this is so, since we admit that all the other ' 


work of woman is of evanescent character as com- 
pared with the extraordinary work which she has ac- 
complished in the home; when we see how persistently 
the woman’s talent points in this direction must we 
not with all our heart bemoan the woman movement-— 
this departure from the home, their emigration, L might 
say, from their one accustomed field of usefulness to 
the man’s field of labor? 

Most men and a large proportion of the women 
themselves have fretted and grieved over this. They 
have also hindered and obstructed in so far as they 
could, but nothing has availed. The young woman in 


the sharp , 


her search for employment has received. but little en- 
couragment; rather has she been scorned and ridiculed. 
The least desirable places have been open to her; the 
poorest pay has been offered for her services, which 
she has gratefully accepted. Few have found anything 
praiseworthy in this. One instinctively had the feel- 
ing that she acted wrongly in leaving the home service. 

Nowadays we are making the most extensive inves- 
tigations as to the causes of emigration. We find that 
it is due to economic oppression, to a desire for equality 
and freedom, to a yearning for change, to tempting 
examples. 

But with that has all been said? Do we not all 
feel this breaking away from the land of our fathers is 
due to an irresistible force? We liken it to a fever, 
this which drives thousands upon thousands from 
familiar surroundings and beloved associations, away 
to strange lands, to adapt themselves to a new coun- 
try, to learn a new language, to acquire new methods of 
work—while the rewards are uncertain, the hardships 
and discomforts are inevitable. May it not be that 
some great law of nature sets into motion the emi- 
gration throngs? The rest of us scarcely dare do ought 
to check it, for we know that so long as there is an 
acre of unbrokem ground on the face of the globe there 
will be pioneers who will find their way to it. One can- 
not prevent humanity from populating the earth and 
making it habitable; therefore no one laughs at the 
emigrant. 

And I believe that there will soon be an end to all 
ridicule of the working woman. It-will be understood 
that when she was forced to leave home it was not 
sofely for economic reasons, not only from a desire for 
equality, not only from a longing for change and free 
dom, all of which have played a part, but there are also 
other reasons. A force stronger than Nature herself, a 
touch of the indefinable has stirred woman. Yellowing 
wheat fields, new cities, flourishing states show us 
where the immigrant has advanced. Perchance the 
woman also shall some day show us that when she 
forced her way into the man’s working territory she, 
too, wished to cultivate wildernesses and deserts! 

But before we venture to predict anything as re- 
gards the future let us consider what the man has accorm- 
plished in his world.

We must not deny to man the great honor due 


him. as founder of the state, and not only the state as 
a unit but also the smaller and greater organizations 
of which it is comprised, for they are all his work. As 
soon as We step outside the four walls of the home we 
meet him, and him only. He has created the farm, 
the village, the city. He has constructed the church, 
the university, the industria] world. All the states 
within states are from the start his work. He is the 
great builder of human anthills. He never stands 
alone, but always in coalition. Man’s greatest con- 
tribution to civilization is the well-organized, strong 
and protecting state. 

Let us be clear on one point. It is not my meaning 
that the home, as I have just presented it, is perfected 
everywhere. If such were the case, then, verily, human- 
ity had reached its goal and further reforms and im- 
provements would not be needed. Naturally I’m aware 
of the fact that the majority of homes are not perfect, 
and that many are bad. But the good and happy 
homes do exist; we have seen them; we have lived in 
them. We may not have had them ourselves, perhaps, 
but we can bear witness to their existence. They are 
no mere dream. Women can create them in poverty 
and in affluence, in lowliness and in refinement. They 
are to be found in kings’ castles and in cotters’ huts. 

Now as to the states—these our greater homes, so 
difficult: to build, constructed with so much effort, 
watered by so much blood and so many tears, builded 
by the help of the strongest characters, the boldest 
minds-—-is there or has tlrere ever been one that has 
satisfied all its members? Are they not always in the 
midst of continuous reform work? Does one not desire 
even to-day to reform and reconstruct them from the 
bottom up? Do they not present constant reasons for 
discontent and bitterness? | | 

Where is the state in which there. are no unpro- 


tected children, wherein no budding genius is crushed, 
but where all its young are lovingly nurtured? 

Where is the state that gives to all its aged poor 
the protection and respect due those who are nearing 
the end of this life? Where is the state that punishes 
offenders only with the idea of correction and develop- 
ment Where is the state that utilizes every talent, 
that gives and in which the unfoftunate receives as 
much thoughtful consideration as do the favored? 

Where is the state which does not embody alien 
peoples it cannot care for? Where is the state which 
gives to all the opportunity of living their own lives, 
so long as they do not disturb the harmony of the 
whole. Where is the state wherein none of its mem- 
bers may go to waste in idleness, drunkenness and in 
shameless living?.

ness of the state. It stands for law and order. But 
if such is the cas , why does it meddle with all these 
other matters? it that the 
state which does not create happiness cannot prosper. 
It is essential to its welfare-to be beloved by high and 
low. 

There is one thing more to be considered. I have 
been bold enough to state that the home is woman’s 
creation. But I did not say that she alone created it. 
@ortunately for her and for all of us, she has ever had 
the man with her. Master .nd mistress have sat side by 


side. Hlad the woman toiled alone she could not have 
solved the problem. The home would not have been in 
existence, either as a dream or a reality. 

But in the creating of the state, man has stood 
alone. Nothing has impelled man to take woman with 
him into the hall of justice, into the civil service depart- 
ment, into the house of commerce. He has forged his 
way alone. 

But has he succeeded? Witness the hatred between 
the classes; witness the stifled cries from beneath, all 
the threats and revolutions. Witness the complaints of 
the unemployed; witness emigration!

First—The Woman's “Natural” Rigat “To Vote”: 
Chief Justice Waite of the United States Supreme Court 
decided that citizenship carried with it no voting power 
@r right. The same decision has been handed down by 
many courts in disposing of test cases. A resident of 
the District of Columbia has all the privileges of citi- 
zenship, but he cannot vote, as that is a State “right,” 
and the District of Columbia is not a State. Citizen- 
snip does not entitle a man or woman to vote, So the 
injustice to woman cannot be maintained. 

Second—“Women should vote and that it is ngges- 
sary for the purification of politics and the uplifting of 
socicty.” In answer to this read Ben Lindsey's arti- 
cle, “The Beast in the Jungle,” and then the polities 
of Colorado is explained. There women vote and take 
bribes for their votes, just as men do. The woman p»- 
litical boss is not an object of femininecharm, and 
politics in Colorado are in no way improved because 
women vote. And what do we find in Utah, a woman 
euffrage State? A dynasty ruled by one American citi- 
gen, Joseph F. Smita, the Mormon Prophet, who claims 
that he bas been divinely ordained to exercise the 
authority of God over all affairs of his people, not only 
in his own State, but of those States that surround 
him; and he is ag secure as any Tsar and rules like 
the Sultan of Turkey with his harem. Has woman 
political, social or economic independence in Utah?

As oman is forced out of 
and away from. motherhood, into extreme so- 
cial, industrial and political life, just so must she pay 
the price of her emancipation by the tax on her physical 
and moral strength, This may be at bridge, whist, set- 
tlement work, in factory work, or in the sweatshop. 
Some women are equal to this strain, but the majority 
are not, and we should look for fewer women wage 
earners, politicians and office seekers. Discourage wo- 
men blacksmiths, baggage masters and women brake- 
men and women undertakers. Yet suffragists helieve 
woman's emancipation must be brought about along some 
of these lines. 

There is no class of women to whom the leaders of 
the equal suffrage movement have held out more attrac- 
tive promises than those who are engaged in wage-earn- 
ing pursuits. It is undeniable that in many such occnu- 
pations women receive a lower rate of pay than men, 
and lower than they ought. Believing that they are 
doing an equal amount of work with the men who are 
laboring side by side with them, it is natural that such 
women should feel that they are entitled to an equal 
rate of pay. 

With this feeling I am in entire sympathy. I fai] 
to see, however, any way by which the suffragist leaders 
could redeem the promises-of higher wages to women 
who are earning their own living, even if their demand 
for the ballot were to he granted. 

[It is easy enough to say that men receive higher 
wages than women in certain occupations because they 
have votes, but it is a more difficult matter to prove the 
assertion, and in the States where women vote they often 
receive 10 per cent, less than the men. 


BOUT six million working women are competing 
with men to-day. Large numbers of them are 
under the age of twenty-one, consequently not of the 
voting age. 
When one to in 
which these workers are to be found it appears that the 
largest single group, about one-fourth of the whole num- 


ber, are domestic servants, so that if increased wages

for women workers followed the granting of votes to

After these classes of women workers come 
dressmakers, public laundresses, teachers and farmers 
in the order named.

In none of these occupations, however, aside from 
those of domestic servants and agricultural laborers, are 
their numbers sufficiently large to make their votes of 
any great effect either in National or Stare elections in 
carrying through a demand for increased wages. 

Moreover, it may be pointed out that the interest 
of the very largest class of women voters—the wives 
of wage earners-—would lie in securing higher wages for 
their husbands rather than for other women workers, 
and these two interests mignt easily become antagonistic. 

In the four States where women vote there is no 
evidence to show that the ballot has had any effect 
whatever upon their rate of pay. The wages of house- 
hold servants are high in Colorado, but this is because 
they are extremely scarce and not because they are 
In the case of teachers and other professional 
workers there has been no apparent effect upon the 
rate of pay as a result of the adoption of equal suf- 
frage. Indeed, the women teachers in Colorado are paid 
ten per cent. less than men. This question of the pay 
of women workers really should have no place in a dis- 
cussion of the merits of the demand for equal suffrage. 
It is worth noticing merely because it nas been employed 
persistently—and apparently with some effect—to 
win the support of women wage earners for the suf- 
fragist movement, and the Socialist cannot separate the 
two for a moment. 

My feeling in regard to this question has come as 
a result of the experience of many years in work which 
has brought me into close touch with women wage 
earners. While the attempt has been made to enlist 
the support of these women for the cause of equal 
suffrage, the great majority of wage-earning women are 
not actively interested in that cause and its support is 
confined chiefly to professional agitators.

France’s Stage Notables Become Moving 
Picture Players

ME. REJANE, of the bewitching smile, having | 
taken the step from the thestre to the music | 
hall, has now followed the example of so many | 


prominent French artistes and appeared as a 
The magic of the cinemato- 
graph has brought her great performance as Madame 
Sans-Gene the ken of thousands who in other 
circumstances might vuever have had the opportunity to 
witness the adventures of the Marechale Lefebvre. 
The great French comedienne passed before the camera 
over a bridge of gold, it is true. but in accepting the 
very tempting offers of cinemstograph picture- 
makers she was only endorsing a practice whiich is daily 
becoming more the highest ranks of the 
French theatrical profession even to those who tread 
the sacrosanct boards of the Comedie Francaise. 

One has only to take a walk down the Paris boule- 
vards to see with what astonishing strides cinema- 
drama, with leading actors and actresses as its inter- 
preters, has come to the front in France. In addition 
to ‘‘Madame Sans-Gene,”’ recent new productions in- 
clude a new version, specially written for the cinemato- 
graph, of Victor Hugo’s masterpiece, ‘‘Notre Dame de 
Paris,’ with that delightful actor, M. Claude Garry, as 
the sinister priest, Claude Frollo, and Mlle. 
kowska, who has been dancing in London, as the un- 
fortunate Esmeralda, a playlet in which Mile. Prevost, 
the charming ingenue of the Comedie Francaise, ap- 
pears with M. Garry, and a sketca acted by Mile. Mis- 
tinguett, the most popular light opera divette in Paris. 

These productions are, however, essentially cine- 
matograph plays, written for the interpreters and for the 
camera. The -production of “Madame Sans-Gene”’ 
breaks fresh ground in that it is the permanent record 
of one of the finest creations  .f a great actress. It is 
an innovation which is destined to be epoch-making in 
the history of the drama, and which, as may be foreseen 
without difficulty, will be immensely developed. 

M LE BARGY, the most talked about actor in 

. Paris, and for many years the leading jeune 
premier of the Comedie Francaise, has consented in his 
turn to play his inimifable interpretation: of the Mar- 
quis de Priola, his most famous role, before the camera. 
I have heard that a thousand pounds is the amount of 
his honorarium. I do not doubt that Mme. Sarah Bern- 
hardt will eventually follow suit and appear as L’Aigion 
and La Dame Aux: Camellias before the countless -in- 
seen audiences of .the moving picture shows. M. 
Mounet-Sully, the grand old man of French tragedy, 
has, I think, already been persuaded to leave for pos- 
terity his majestic interpretation of Oedipus Rex. 

“Madame Sans-Gene” had to be specially rewrit- 
ten and compressed for the cinematograph, and the 
moving picture playwright and stage manager will have 
to be called in to adjust all these plays to the require- 
ments of the film. Experience, I think, will show that 
the pictorial record made ‘of a piece as it is played 
upon the stage will not prove adequate for moving. pic- 
ture purposes. ‘The cinematograph wants large effects,

moving picture actor will agree, this new branch of

I believe that a cinema-dramatie critic of the 
future, witnessing the film of “Madame Sans-Gene,” 
will, in the first place, be disappointed in Madame Re- 
jane. Having read of her marvelous vivacity of gesture 
and face play, he will find that she is not always close 
enough to the camera for him to read her face: that her 
gestures, perhaps through the rapidity of the film, are 
sometimes undefined and therefore unconvincing, and 
that, notably, she does not stand out against the rest 
of the ensemble as this great actress always does on 
the stage. As the cinematograph appeals solely through 
the image of the imagination I found throughout jhe 
play that my attention became riveted on Napoleon, 
and I wondered whether different stage management, 
without regard to the book of the play, could not have 
kept the Marechale Lefebvre most insistently and more 
continuously in the foreground. 

The cinema-drama of the future will disregard the 
scene painter, and only the most solid and convincing 
scenery will be allowed. Just as cotton looks like cot- 
ton and silk like silk in a moving picture, so canvas 
doors look like canvas doors and imitation marble pil- 
lars like imitation marble pillars. Moreover, the scenie 
illusion is far more difficult to realize than on the stage, 
where, above all, the regisseur has the aid of lighting. 

Since “‘“Madame Sans-Gene” is a reproduction of ® 
stage play and not a “real life’ scene, I think the critie 
of the future would like to see it framed in a proscenium 
with the familiar bulge of the prompter’s box in the 
foreground. Madame Maeterlinck’s famous experiment 
of producing\ her husband's play of “Pelleas et Meli- 
sande” in the house and grounds of the Abbey of Saint 
Wandrille, dgspite its very great artistic merits, un- 
doubtely suffered from the absence of the stage frame. 
The illusion of the play is after all undoubtedly en- 


hanced by the frame which holds it, like a picture, for 
the contemplation of the audience.
